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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

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Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1, line 
3, "the T-shaped" should read -T-shaped profile bars--, and in line 4, "structural 
elements" should be deleted and -cut- inserted before "to"; in claim 3, line 5, "the" first 
occurrence should read -a-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 15, it is not clear which station Applicant is referring to since many 
stations are recited in the claim. Also the "press" should be positively recited to make it 
clear that it is being claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not teach a machine for the automatic production of inverted 
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T-shaped structural elements for false ceilings, the machine, comprising a press for 
forming inserts on a strip unwound from a reel, a station for applying inserts to ends of 
T-shaped structural components, wherein the press is provided on-site upstream of the 
station applying the inserts, these in combination with the rest of the limitations in the 
claims.
